has been much greater. The labors of 
brother Smith, Ram-prisaud & other breth- 
renin the Hindee and Bengalee languages 
among these, have been both acceptable 
and useful; and the number of these who 
have in this period been baptized has form- 
ed a pleasing addition to our little society 
at Serampore. Three have died in the 
faith, affording us the hope and joy with 
which they were indulged in the prospect 
of eternity, while resting on a Redeemer’s 
merits and faithfulness, the most solid proof 
of the reality and power of religion. 

“+ At Serampore, the seat of so many years’ 
labor, in the holy lives and joyful deaths of 
Pitumber-Singha, Krishna-prisaud Futika, 
Krishna-das and others, we have seen what 
the gospel can do for Hindoo idolators, 
when, received into a good & honest heart, 
it enriches a strong and vigorous under- 
standing with clear views of the nature of 
redemption and the riches of divine grace ; 
in the steady and blameless walk of Tara- 
chand, Mut’hoora, Pran Krishnoo, and oth- 
ers, we behold Christianity boldly lifting 
up its head, and commanding respect and 
esteem from those, who while they hate, 
are constrained to revere the change it has 
wrought in their own countrymen; while 
in others we behold it straggling with the 
mighty power of corruption which once 
wholly overwhelmed the mind, and which 
now occasionally risesand almost triumphs 
in the weak and inconstant soul, till con- 
science, invigerated with new light from 
the divine word, again brings it to the foot- 
stool of mercy. ‘

With this we are greatly pleased,as the 
sooner they can act for themselves and in- 
dependently of us, the sooner is the gospel 
likely to be planted m the country. 

“ The seeds of the gospel are so fully 
sown that were European brethren by any 
adverse providence to be a'most wholly re- 
moved, we cannot but think the Lord 
would plant the gospel here through those 
gifts he has raised up in the country itself. 

“ Our review of the other parts of the 
mission will occupy but a small space, as 
we have but three brethren from Europe 
in the whole of Hindoost’han, and not one 
in the rest of Bengal. Whatever has been 
done in the other part, has been effected 
through the instrumentality of gifis raised 
up in India ; smaii therefore as it really is, 
it is not without its value in the eyes of Him 
who seeth not as man seeth, nor in the eyes 
of those who like their Heavenly Father 
“ despise not the day of small things.” In 
proceeding, it may be as well first to notice 
the attempts to extend the light of 
the gospel in the east of Bengal, before 
we notice those westward, towards Hin- 
doost’han. 

 Jessore. In this district the divine word 
seems to have taken root, although its pro- 
gress is slow. The labors of brother 'Tho- 
mas and of various native brethren, have 
not only spread a degree of general krowl- 
edge respecting the gospel through mafy 
of its tow villages ; but have we trust 
been in numerous instances effectual to con- 
version ; twelve having been baptized since 
our last review, and between twenty and 
thirty often sitting down at the é.ord’s table 
atone time.

At Chittagong Mr. De Bruyn had baptiz- 
ed between 60 and 70 Mugs, and the work 
appeared progressing, when he was inhu- 
manly murdered by a young man whom he 
received into his family. Of this melan- 
choly event our readers have been inform- 
ed. Mr. De Bruya was about filty years 
of age, highly esteemed for his piety and 
faithfulness ; and the brethren observe that 
“it pleased God to crown his labours be- 
yond these of almost any brother yet en- 
gaged in the mission.” 

Cutwa. “Here the word sown by the 
labours ef brother Chamberlain, has since 
been watered by those of Br. W. Carey, 
jun. who has exerted himself much, both 
in journeying himself, and in sending out 
and watching over a considerable number 
of native brethren employed in the capac- 
ity of readers and itinerants. By these 
means a general knowledge of the gospe! 
has been diffused through a great part of 
the districts of Burdwan and Beerbhoom, 
and many thousands are now acquainted in 
some measure with the nature of the gos- 
pel message. Nor have these endea: ours 
fruit. ‘I'cs have come forward since the 
Lord Jesus by being baptized in his name.” 

At 3erhampore, a charch has been form- 


Moorshedabad, formerly the capital of Ben- 
gal, lies ten miles above Berhampore. 

* This city containing an immense popu- 
lation, we long felt a strong desire to at- 
tempt introducing the light of the gospel 
there insome way or other. An opportu- 
nity offered about sixteen months ago. Mr. 
J. W. Ricketts, a young man brought up in 
Bengal, but afterward stationed at Amboy- 
na, where he was secretary to the English 
Kesident, and, when it was formed, became 
secretary to the Bible Society there, being 
awakened through ovr young brother Ja- 


Malda. “ At this place, or rather at £n- 
glish Bazar,a town near Malda, our broth- 
er Krishna resides. Two of his country- 
men have come forward, and in baptism 
openly confessed the Saviour of men, in the 
course of this past year, who while they 
encouraged him in the work of God, afford 
him some degree of help im his labours. 

Dinagepore. “At this place, although 
none have openly come forward lately to 
confess the Saviour, there are now several 
waiting for baptism ; and Christianity seems 
to be actually taking root, no less than 
twenty-two persons having rejected idola- 
try and placed themselves under the sound 
of the gospel there in the course of the past 
year. The number of those who have re- 
jected idolatry and attend the word of God, 
including children,now amounts to between 
seventy and eighty, and there, as well as at 
Cutwa, Jessore and Serampore, there is 
rising up a body of native youth, who, 
freed from the terrors of the cast and the 
fetters of superstition and idolatry, and 
trained up from their earliest years in a 
general knowledge of Christianity and of 
the Scriptures will, if it please God to em- 
ploy them, be far more able to serve the 
cause of God in India than the present gen- 
eration. 

“ We have now taken a full view of the 
state of the mission in Bengal ; and though 
we find nothing perfect—nothing that wiil 
beara comparison with that maturity in 
doctrine and practice exhibited in the 
churches of God in Britain, yet when we 
consider, that with the exception of one 
circle, all isthe work of gifts raised up 
here, of whom the first made an open pro- 
fession-of Christianity only seventeen years 
ago, there is abundent reason for future 
hope, and even now to say, “ What has 
God wrought in a heathen country in the 
course of these fewyears!?

AMERICAN MISSION IN 
an me. 
Communicated for the Reconade ; 
Extracts from a Letser.xovitten by : 


Ceylon, to a friend in Plainfield, dated 
Batticotta, June 18, 1818. 

I do most deeply feel thre absence 
of those relatives and friends, in whose so- 
ciety | was once so happy, especially since 
my separation from him who | trasted 
would be my constant companion till deatli 
should part; but I hope I am not insensible 
to the many, many blessings which I enjoy. 
The Lord be praised for them all. 

You can hardly imagine how much plea- 
sure it gives me to hear you manifest so 
strong a desire to be on “ missionary ground 
—bet” you say, “1 must wait five lon 
years ;” and you add, “ these I know wil 
soon be past.” Yes, they will soon be pasts 
but how many precious souls they may 
sweep into eternal misery, which, for aught 
we know, might have been saved through 
your instrumentality, were you ijaboring 
among them, is known only to Infinite Wis- 
dom. Ido not pretend that] am cayabie 
of advising you ; but when I Cast my eyes 
around and see sach multitndes of bigoted 
heathens, that might easily bé made to 
hear the Gospel—when I see hundreds of 
children and youth passing their precious* 
time in idleness and heathenish ceremo- 
nies, while they ought to be at school, and 
while we have money on hard for the sup- 
port of schools, but cannot‘impreve it for 
want of superivtondants, my feelings and 
conviction of duty teads me 
J 
am not insensible of the benefit you may 
derive from attention 49 science and liter- 
ature. Aa acquaintance with these ie val - 
uable ; far more valuable than is ofien sup- 
posed: but were your dearest reiatives 
and friends prostrating themselves before 
dumb idols, and paying their homage to 
stocks and stones, could you feel willing to 
spend, even a day in the pursuit of any 
study which was not absolutely necessary 
to prepare you to declare a crucified Sa- 
viour in their ears ?—I did not mean to 
have said so much on this subject ; because 
lam not qualified to advise you, but my 
heart is full. 

Before this reaches you, you will proba- 
bly have heard how the Lord has diminish- 
ed our little number—now instead of four 
Missionaries, we .have but two, and what 
are these amveng such a great multitude of 
bigoted heathen, as reside in Jaffna alone? 
Are there none in your circle who are wil- 
ling to come over into Macedonia and help 
us?" We flatter ourselves that as soon as our 
destitute state is known in America, some 
at least will be ready to say, ‘ Lord here am 
I,send me.” Satan begins already to boast 
himself against us—his servants are busy on 
every side.—Temples to the gods of the 
heathens are reared in every direction.— 
There are three new ones now nearly com- 
pleted in sight of ovr house, and the old 
ones are repaired, One half of our number is 
already taken away, and our adversaries 
are congratulating themselves and one a- 
nother, on the prospect of our final over- 
throw.—O, will pious young men in Ameri- 
ca stand afar offtill they hear the sad intel- 
ligence that the American Mission in Jaffna 
is extinct ? That when those who establish- 
ed it were removed by sickness or dea 
no others were ready te step in and fill their 
places ? We did not -until lately anticipate 
an event so gloomy. When Mr. Richards 
and brother Warren left us, we were fond- 
ly expecting that either brother Graves or 
Nichols, would come to our assistance ; and 
when we learned that the brethen at Bom- 
bay, thought it expedient that both should 
remain there, we had reason to hope that 
others from America would very soon be 
on their way to us. But now we are in- 
formed by Dr. Worcester, that no more 
Missionaries are to be sent out at present. 
They have none ready but Mr. Parsons, 
and he must be employed at home a while 
longer. This wassad i to us. 
We have but little hope of assistance from ” 
those two, now on water, ially 
from brother Warren, and should either of 
the two now on the spot, be taken ftom this 
world by sickness or death, what would:be- 
come of this infant Mission. O! did we 


provide,” our hearts would sicken and faint 
under our prospects. fy 
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gould not understand. We make use of 
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ficient encouragement to induce us to labor 
with all our might, "This isnet the whole 
number of boys wader our instruction, but 
as many as we usually have here at one 
time. ar 

1 think you would like to know in what 
manner we instruct them, particularly on 
the Sabbath. They come here at 8 o’clock 
in the morning, and attend our family wor- 
ship; then they place themselves in rows 
in our verandah, (or piazza) which extends 
the whole length of the house, and sister 
Meigs and myself hear them read a chap- 
ter in the Tamul Testament ; heart hem re- 
peat their catechism,commandments,Lord’s 
prayer, and texts of Scripture which they 
have committedto memory ; question them 
about their catechism, to ascertain how far 
they understand what they learn, and gen- 
erally make a few observation to them.— 
We then call them into our large di- 
ning room, where mats are spread for 
them te sit on, and we attend our. pub- 
lic worship. Insermon and pryer, broth- 
er Meigs speaks in English, and our inter- 
preter interprets it for the people, but we 
sing in T'amul. At 40’clock,P. M. we 
have public worship at the distance of half 
a mile from our house, and many of our 
boys attend. 

You inquire first,;whether the men allow 
us to instruct their wives ? In general they 
do allow us,if we go to their huts. Some- 
times a few come to see us, but not fre- 
quently. There are afew who when we 

f° to see them, are always either sick or 

usy. 1 have not yet-been able to get a 
sight at the wife of the principal man in 
this parish, though they live near, and I go 
to their house frequently. And when [go 
there | always inquire for her, but some 
excuse is always at hand for her not ap- 
pearing. The husband and sons treat me 
with the greatest attention, but the wife 
“has no custom to appear abroad” (or to 
be seen by strangers.) Women of the

Some of 
them can calculate an eclipse so well, as to 
tell the people that on such a day, a large 
snake will cover or hide a part of the sun or 
moon, and if they come to the temple and 
offer gifts, the Bramins will pray that the 
sun or moon may not be bitten, or at least 
that it may not be destroyed. It is but 
few, however,who can calculate an eclipse. 


They can read and understand the poeti-| 


‘cal ‘Tamul, in which their sacred books are 
written ; but to the common people this is 
an unknown tongue. ‘They are also some 
of them acquainted with sanscrit. They 
can repeat many fabulous stories of the 
wars and vices of the gods ; but of history, 
geography, &c. they are exiremely igno- 
rant. Neither do they know the gram- 
matical construction of their own language. 
They aré better skilled in ¢vggion than 
logic; but in the former, those whom | 
have heard converse are by no means ex- 
pert. In general they are very frivolous. 

You enquire 3d, Whether our servants 
make any good improvement of our in- 
struction ? .We have no evidence that any 
of them are converted to God, We have 
now but one who has resided with us any 
length of time, and he is nominally a hea- 
then yet.

There was no addition of new members 
to the church, until the first Sabbath in 
August, when 14 were received. Several 
of these had long entertained some hope, 
that they were savingly united to. Christ ; 
but they had neglected to come forward 
and own their Saviour, and so had been 
-tanding in the way of others. As the num- 
ber was larger than had ever been admit- 
‘ed here, at any one time, both the meet- 
ing for their examination, and the meeting 
on the Sabbath, were attended with unusu- 
al interest ; and from that time the ‘work 
increased more rapidiy. It progresséd, 
however, with most solemn stillness, No- 
thing was percewed, either of “the wind,” 
or *the earthquake,” or. “the fire.” 
the ‘ still small voice,” was heard. Yet, 
nothing could be more evident, than that 
the Lord was there. Many, very deeply 
impressed, and trembling in fearful appre- 
hension of that awful doom, to which they 
saw themselves to be justly liable, were 
anxiously inquiring what they should do to 
be saved; while others, brought “ out of 
darkness into marvelleus light,” were _re- 
joicing in the salvation which the Lord had 
wrought for them.

The resulthas been the discovery of a mine of 
wealth—a country highly cultivated and abound- 
ing in precious metals. The Passummahs are an 
athletic fie race of men, as- superior to the peo- 
ple on the coast as it is possible to conceive ; they 
are agricultural and numerous, At Menangcabon 
he was gratified with a pepulatign and country, 
fully equal to any part of Java. Within the space 
of twenty miles the population do#s not fall short 
ofa million, In short, it is the Governor's opin- 
ion, that, with a little encouragement, for greater 
resources are_to be fourd in Sumatra than the 
Britith have derived from Java; but-much re- 
mains to be done. A central government must 
be established, the whole Island must be brought 
onder control, and the avenues of commeree, now 
closed up, re-opened. Our readers are aware, 
that Manangeabon was the place whence al! the 
gold that gave Melano the name of the’ Golden 
Chersonesus was carried.

The following is an extract of a letter received 
by Mr. William Dilwyn, of Walthamstow, Essex, 
from his daughter in America. The writer is of 
the most unquestionable respectability, and ap- 
pears recently to have received the Ynformation 
stated in it from a person equally entitled to cre- 
dit. The latter has resided ina family in the 
near neighborhood of the celebrated Thomas 
Paine, who resided at Greenwich, near New- 
York, and during his last Winess “had ‘con-| 
tributed to his comfort by occasionally ‘preparing 
and sending him food & refreshments more adapt- 
ed to his situation than he usually enjoyed.— 
These the informant chose to be the bearer of, 
(although his personal circumstances were so de- 
plorable, that the air of his chamber could &carce- 
ly be endured) to his bed-side. In performing 
this humane office, she had the opportunities of 
conversation with him, which authorises the wri- 
ter’s belief that he exhibited another proof of Dr. 
Young’s assertion, that * Men may live fools, but 
foois they carmot die.” The letter proceeds to 
say, that she found him frequently writing, and 
believed, from what she saw and heard,that when 
his pains permiited, he was almost always so en- 
gaged, or in prayer ; in the attitude of which she 
more than once saw him, when he thought him- 
selfalone. One day he inquired if she had ever 
read the “ Age of Reason.” And on being an- 
swered in the affirmative, desired to know her 
Opinion cf that book.

Upon 
whch he said, if old enough to read, she was ca- 
pable of some opinion, and from her he 
expected a candid statement of what that opinion 
had been.

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LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES 





From a correct digest ofall the Laws, passed at 
the late session of Congress, published in the Na- 
tional Intelligencer we extract the following. 
Bank of the United States. 1. An actto en- 
force those provisions of the act, entitled *“* An act 
to incorporate the subscribers to the Bank of the 
United States,”’ which relate to the right of vot- 
ing for directors, and for other purposes, [House, 
3d March, 1819.] 

[Persons offeripg mofe than thirty votes may be 
compeed tomakeoath. Any judge of elections 
may administer the oath in his discretion, or at 
the instance of a stockholder. No person allow- 
ed to vote as proxy, &c. without a power, with 
an oath, endorsed, and filed in the bank. The 
oath may be taken beforgg notary public, judge, 
or justice of the peace, and must be certified. 
Judges of elections, permitting persons to give 
more than thirty votes without making , oath, or 
suffering any person to vote as proxy without a 


of a misdemeanor, and subject to a fine or impris- 
onment. Pérsons wilfully and absolutely swear- 
ing falsely, subject to the pains & penalties of wil- 
fal and corrupt perjury. Persons giving money, 
bribe,pre sent, or reward, &c. to procure the opi- 
nion, vote oF interst of the President or any direc- 
tor of the bank, in relation to the concerns of the 
bank, the person giving, andthe President and 
director accepting, the money, bribe, &c. to be 
fined and imprisoned, and forever disqualified to 
hold any office, &c.] 

Fisheries. 1. An act in addition to, and alter- 
ation of, an act entitled ‘* An act laying a duty 
on imported salt, granting a bounty on pickled 
fish exported, and allowances to certain vessels 
weret in the fisheries,» [House, 3d of March, 
1819. 

[On boats qualified for the Bank and other 
Cod fisheries, actually employed four months at 
sea, &c, if more than 5 and not exceeding 30 
tons, 3 dollars and 50 cents for every ton; if a- 
bove 30 tons, 4 dollars; if above 30 tons, crew 
not less than 10, actually employed at sea three 
and a half, and not less than four months, 3 dol- 
Jars and 50 cents, Allowance on one vessel, for 
one season, not to exceed 360 dollars. | 

Ships aud Vessels. 1. An act regulating pas- 
senger rie & vessels. [House, 2d March 1819. 

(150 doliats forfeit for every passenger over and 
above two for every five tons, customhouse mea- 
surement; exclusive of the usual complement 
of seaman. If the number exceeds two for every 
five tons by twenty, the vessel is forfeited. Sixty 
gallons of water. one hundred pounds of salted 
provisions, ove gallon of vinegar, and one huv- 
dred pounds of wholesome ship-bread, for every 
passenger to Europe ; and in like proportion for 
shorter er longer voyages. If short allowance, 
the master and owner, severally, to pay three dol- 
lars a day to every passenger, &c. A list of pas- 
sengers from a foreign port to be delivered to the 
Collector, whovis to return gopies to the Secreta- 
ry of State, by whom. statemients are to be Ihid 
before Congress every session. 

Slave. Trade. 1. An act in addition to the 
pacts prohibiting the slave trade.

[The President may employ the armed vessels 
of the United States to cruize on the American 
coast or coast of Africa, to enforce the acts of 
Congress prohibiting the slave trade. Vessels 
employed, contrary to law, in thé traffic of slaves, 
may be seized by the armed vessel and 
into port.
